The fcource from whence this poison, 


which has gained so world-wide a celebrity, 
is obtained, is thus noticed in Dickens' 
Household Words: 


"Iu Ooy Ion. and several district? of In- 


dia, grows a moderate sized tree with thick, 
shining leaves, aud a short, crooked stem. 
Iu the fruit season it is readily recognized 
by its rich, orange-colored berries, about as 
large as golden pippins. 
The riue is hard 


aud smooth,and Covers a whUe.soft pulp, tbe 
favorite food uf many kinds of birds, within 
•which are the flat round seeds, not an inch 
in diameter, ash-grey in color, acd covered 
w i t h very silky hairs. 
Tbe Germans fancy 


they can discover a resemblance in them 
to grey eyes, aud call them crow's eyes, but 
the likeness is purely imaginary. 


The tree is the strychnine nvx vomica, 


and tbe nut is the deadly poison nut. 
Tbe 


latter was early used as medicine by the 
Hindoos, and its nature and propertiss un- 
derstood by Oriental doctors loug before it 
was known to foreign nations.

ler," and "fish-scales" are two of its Arabic 
names.
